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BIG STRIKE ENDED 


TERMS SAID TO BE SATISFACT- 
ORY TO BOTH SIDES CON- | 
CERNED. 


London, Oct. 5.—With dramatic 
suddennessin the quiet of the London 
Sunday afternoon it was announced 
that the great: railway strike, which 
appeared to have brought the coun- 
try almost to the brink of revolution, 
was settled, and that the strikers 
would resume work as quickly as 
possible. : 

The terms of the settlement are in 
the nature of a compromise. 

The settlement was the result of a 
long conference today between a 
trade union delegation, including re- 
presentatives of the Railwaymen’s 
Union, Premier Lloyd George and 
Andrew Bonar Law. Prior to this! 
there was a cabinet meeting. 

It is conceded on all sides that the 
settlement is the outconie of the ef- 
forts of the executive of the Trans- 
port Workers’ Federation, and men 
like Arthur Henderson and John R. 
Clynes, who throughout have set their 
faces steadily against the idea of 
sympathetic strikes until every pos- 
sible avenue of mediation had been 
exhausted. i 

London, Oct. 6.—Business men are 
inclined to estimate the total loss to 
the nation through the strike as ap- 
proximately £50,000,000, according to 
the Daily Mail. ‘ 

The bills to be paid by the govern- 
ment probably will amount to £1, 
000,000 for each day of the strike. 

The loss to industry is far greater; 
perishable goods in many cases were 
destroyed; many works stopped oper- 
ations, and all export trade ceased 
and orders were lost through the un- 
The railway 
men were out eight days, spent 
funds of the National Union of Rail- 
way men being depleted to that ex- 
tent.

Cattle. 

The best beef steers on the Calgary 
market have been selling a little un- 
der the prices of last week, but the 
reduction does not amount to more 
than a quarter and possibly the right 
class of steers would bring as much, 
but there was a lower price on Thurs- 
day and this morning, and the best 
steers were at $10.25 and the best 
offered were from that down to $9.50. 
Cows have been selling a little better 
when really: choice and the top offer- 
ings were from $7 to $8.25, and a few 
at $7.50. Other beef stock unchang- 
ed from last’ week. Feeders are low- 
er this week and very few went over 
at $9, the general run of good ones 
being &t $8.60 to $8.75. Choice 
stocker heifers will bring $7. 

Prices at Edmonton have shown 
stronger tone, with the top prices on 
steers at $10.25, and the best cows 
$8.25, both quotations being an im- 
provement over last week. There 
are some well-finished beef cattle 
coming on now and a fine lot will be 
marketed during the fall and winter 
months. Standing buying orders for 
stocker heifers are keeping the mar- 
ket firm and the best are worth up to 
$7.50. The heavy feeder steers are 
worth up to $8.50, stockers up to 


$7.50. There is little change in the 
prices on rough beef. Calves bring 
up to $10. ’ 


Sheep. 

Breeding ewes in the north are in 
demand and Edmonton reports the 
market brisk, with sales from $10 to 
$14. 

Hogs 

The usual light receipts and prices 
showing little movement. Thursday's 
shogs were at $17.75 and this morning 
‘a few more were offered which sold 
at $18.00. 

Hog receipts at Edmonton were 
light and the price on Thursday was 
$17.50. Determined efforts are being 
made by those interested to increase 
hog production in the northern part 
of Alberta. 

Horses. 

Market still quiet and the  high- 
priced animals show very little de- 
mand. Lighter horses are moving at 
the buyer’s own prices. 

Grain. 

Oats rallied last Saturday and held 
for a few days but fell off later. Bar- 
ley has been higher and quite active., 
Flax has been falling rapidly and 
nearly every day the quotations are 
down. 

Produce 

Eggs are in good demand and 
prices steady at from $15 to $16.60. 
Butter market is good and with the 
exception of a slight falling off in the 
jobbers bidding on straight receipts, 
which are now at 40c the market is 
unchanged. Cream production is 
keeping up well. Poultry prices are 
a little easier, though there has not 
been any serious reduction. The 
best fowl is worth up to about 1&c 
and the lighter birds down to 1ld4c. 
Chickens from 19c to 23c. Ducks 
are not wanted and the demand for 
geese is very limited. Potatoes are 
turning out a good crop. Jobbers are 
not quoting on car load lotsa as ‘here 
is no shipping market developed.

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TERMS OF PEACE TREATY AP- 
PROVED IN THE SENATE 


Ottawa, October 3.—The govern- 
ment bill to carry into effect in Cana- 
da the terms of the peace treaty was 
approved by second reading in the 
senate today. 

The closing speech was made by 
Senator Crossby of Halifax who as- 
serted that the liberal opposition 
had approached the discussion of the 
peace treaty in a partisan manner.

The complete draft of the new re- 
establishment bill approved by the 
Dominion command of the G.W.V.A. 
which is based on their new proposals 
for gratuities, and which is to be pre- 
sented to the parliamentary commit- 
tee today, has been received in Cal- 
gary by R. B. Brown, secretary of the 
Alberta command of the G.W.V.A., 
and was released for publication to 
the Albertan on Monday evening. 

The bill contemplates the granting 
of gratuities to returned men based 
on 46,000 men who served more than 
six months and totalling the sam of 
$397,800,000 after making all deduc- 
tions allowed for in the bill. 

The table of gratuities included in 
the bill is based on a total grant of 
$2,500, for men who saw service in 
Canada, England and France, $1,500 
for those who saw service in Canada 
and England, and $500 for those who 
saw service only in Canada, deduction 
of 25 per cent being made for non- 
combatants in England and Canada, 
and 15 per cent for the non-combat- 
ants who went to France. The grat- 
uities are graded down from these 
totals, according to the year in which 
the man enlisted. 

The man who enlisted in 1914 and 
got to France in that year gets $2500. 
If he got to France in 1915 he gets 
$2100 and so on down. The least 
amount for service in France is $500 
for those who enlisted in 1918. 

The man who enlisted in Canada in 
1914 and got only as far as England in 
that year gets $1,500. If he got to 
England the next year he gets $1300 
and so forth. The least amount is 
$300. 

The man who enlisted in Canada 
in 1914 and remained there gets $500. 
The least amount for service in Can- 
ada is $100. 


ESTIMATE OF ENLISTMENTS 


These gratuities are based on the 
estimate of 591,000 total enlisted v-2n 
minus 125,000disqualified from grants 
leaving a total of 466,000. The esti- 
mated number of men entitled to the 
gratuities for service in Canada, 
France and England is 235,000, for 
service in Canada and England is 
184,000, this including the men who 
served in Siberia, as these men are 
by the new bill placed in that cate- 
gory. The total who served in Can- 
ada only is estimated at 47,000. 

From the total actual cost of the 
gratuity prcposals, which is placed at 
3397,800,000, it is estimated that 25 
per cent may be deducted for gratui- 
ties which will be unclaimed. Anoth- 
er 25 per cent, it is estimated, may 
be deducted for the sum which will 
be absorbed by government depart- 
ments, land settlement, insurance, 
and victory bonds, so that it is estim- 
ated that the actual cash outlay nec- 
essary for the proposed scheme 
should only be in round figures $200,- 
000,000.

(Extract from the Wall Street 
Journal’) 


There is in Canada current opinion 
that it costs the Government $1.03 to 
get $1.00 of gross revenue from the 
railroads which have been emancipat- 
ed from the capitalistic class. A 
deficit of $50,000,000 in 1919 is the 
forecast. This straightway gives rise 
to conjecture as to what the true 
relation of cost and revenue would be 
if some 
reached down to the bottom of our 
own government operation of the 
roads. 

Thanks in part to the peculiarities 
of the Canadian situation, the pri- 
vate Grand Trunk and Canadian Paci- 
fic have contributed nobly to the 
government's experiment in railroad 
operation. This and other causes 
have steadily lifted the percentage of 
cost to gross revenue. Today it is 
89 per cent. for the Grand Trunk and. 
81 per cent. for the Canadaian Pacific. 
The percentage thus actually disclos- 
es the shocking scandal cr surplus, 
rather than the uplifting inspiration of 
e deficic. : 

Monthly statements duly audited 
and certified show Canadian Pacific 
and Grand Trunk can still operate on 
their motive power. The exact stat- 
us of the government roads is not so 
cledrly revealed. Why it is not is a 
‘matter of conjecture, friendly, invid- 
jous or neutral as may be. Some 
irreconcilables want to know how 
they are to reach a conclusive audit 
of Canadian Northern, making a true 
capital investment basis for figures. 
Others say there is an operation de- 
ficit of more than three per cent. 

What if it be so that the more 
wheels turn round, and the faster 
they go, the more money they lose.

RUMOR WITHOUT FOUNDATION 

The minister of railways, to a 
question asked yesterday, read a re- 
port from the chief_engineer of ter- 
minals on the Hudson’s Bay Railway.

START THE POULTRY 
YEAR RIGHT 


(Experimental Farms Note). 

The poultry year should begin on 
November 1st. At that time the old 
stock ‘should be culled out, the cock- 
erels divided from the pullets and the 
pullets selected from the flock and 
put into winter quarters. 

Don’t keep old hens. Only the best 
of those hens that are one and a half 
years old should be kept. Most of 
them, with all the older ones should 
have been disposed of last spring, 
but in case this was not done do away 
with them now. Even if they were 
culled then, go over them again now 
and see that nothing that will not 
likely produce is retained. 

Cull the early moulters. In select- 
ing the hens that ydt intend to keep, 
do not take those birds that are look- 
ing clean and well feathered, but 
rather those that are more or less 
shaggy in appearance. The ones 
that are still moulting, they are the 
layers; those that have moulted gnd 
have a nice new coat of feathers were 
not persistent layers. -They quit 
laying too soon, and had nothing to 
do but grow feathers. This explains 
why they have their new coat before 
their more industrious sisters. 

Early pullets are best. Select as 
winter layers the early, well-matured 
pullets. Phese should be carefully 
handled, put into their own house, 
fed well and given every opportunity 
to produce. 

Pullets that are but half grown or 
that will not be matured for months 
yet should be culled out with the 
cockerels, crate fed and marketed. 
Such pullets will be a bill of expense 
all winter and should not be kept on 
any excuse. 

Crate feed surplus. No matter 
what class of birds that are culled 
out for market, it will pay to finish 
them before killing. Even with the 
high prices of feed, one cannot afford 
to market poor stuff. For further 
particulars on crate feeding, write 
the Poultry Division, Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

Keep accounts. We suggest that 
every person who wants to make his 
poultry pay begin at once to keep 
track of receipts and expenditure. To 
assist in this, blanks have been pre- 
pared by the Poultry Division, Exper- 
imental Farm, Ottawa, which will be 
sent on application to those who will 
promise to return each month a copy 
filled in. Those complying will re- 
ceive suggestions on how to improve 
their results, based on the informa- 
tion given in their reports.

The greatest speech of the gather- 
ing, however, was that.made.by Sir 
George Foster. The veteran orator 
spoke with moving eloquence, urging 
not the union of party or mere poli- 
tical’ unity, but unity of- purpose, of 
ideals and action, in meeting and 
solving the: vital problems that had 
arisen out of the war, 

Sir George also pleaded for more 
consideration. for public men, and 
pointed to Sir Robert Borden’s under- 
mined health as an example of the 
sacrifice such service involved. Sir 
George's speech is declared by all 
who heard it to be one of ‘the great- 
est efforts of the master orator’s 
career, and made a profound impres- 
sion. Hon. N. W. Rowell and Hon. J. 
A. Calder alsqg made impressive pleas 
for continued unity, and not a -dis- 
senting voice was raised in opposi- 
tion. % ; 

An official statement covering the 
proceedings at the Unionist caucus 
was given dut last night. It was as 
follows: 

Mr. Hume Cronyn presided over a 
caucus of government supporters this 
morning, at which there was a very 
full attendance. The proceedings 
were characterized by great earnest- 
ness and unanimity. Sir Robert Bor- 
den addressed the caucus for an hour 
and pointed out in the first place the 
platform consisting of twelve_articles 
which was*submitted to ‘the people of 
Canada on October 18, 1917, and upon 
which the government received its 
mandate from the people. ; 

He emphasized the fact that in the 
policy then outlined, there were ip- 
cluded not only the vigorous prose- 
cution of the war, but many import- 
ant subjects. Among them were civil 
service reform and the abolition of 
war profits, effective arrangements 
for demobilization, the care and vo- 
cational training of returned soldiers, 
for assistance in enabling them to 
settle upon the Jand, and for adequate 
pensions. Besides this, the policy 
had included the development of 
transportation facilities, co-operative 
management of the various systems, 
the encouragement and development 
of shipbuilding and the investigation 
of the possibilities of air service. It 
aiso embraced effective measures to 
prevent excessive profits, and it in- 
cluded the general development of 
the varied resources of Canada, their 
conservation and utilization for the 
advantage of the people, adequate 
consideration of the needs of the in- 
dustrial’ population and the mainten- 
ance of good relations between em- 
ployers and_ employed. 

The prime minister strongly em- 
phasized the fact that the record of 
the government in the fulfillment of 
its pledges to the people was une- 
qualled in the political history of this 
country. He then proceeded to elab- 
orate at considerable length the pol- 
icy which should direct and control 
the administration of public affairs 
during the lifetime of the present 
parliament. He invited the close and 
earnest attention of the supporters of 
the government to the programme 
thus outlined, and he suggested that 
at a later date a caucus should be 
held at which the opinions of the 
members of the party, after due con- 
sideration, should be expressed upon 
the programme which he submitted 
for their consideration. The propos- 
als of the prime minister were receiv- 
ed with enthusiasm and approval. 
Several members of the government, 
including Sir Henry Drayton, Mr. 
Sifton, Mr. Rowell, Sir George Foster, 
Mr. Calder, and Mr. McLean were 
called upon to speak and their ad- 
dresses were received with warm, ap- 
plause. 

Sir Robert Borden was greatly 
touched by the spontaneous and 
warm welcome with which he was 
greeted. He announced his intention, 
under the advice of his physician, of 
taking such rest from active work as 
would enable him tboroughly to re- 
gain his usual health and vigor. 

The caucus broke up with enthusi- 
astic cheers for Sir Robert Borden, 
for the ministers who had spoken and 
for the Union government.

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SUNDAY GOLF 
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When we started the discussion on 
Sunday golf, we hardly realized that 
it would create such a stir, or that it 
would travel so far. We did not raise 
the issue so much from a point of 
violating the law as from a religious 
point of view. A judge only recently 
gave a decision in favor of individual 
golf so that it comes within the law. 

The Advocate, in speaking on the 
question, remarks that after all the 
discussion we are just where we were 
before, and it is a question for one’s 
conscience to decide. We do _ not 
agree with the Advocate that the dis- 
cussion was of no benefit, and that we 
are just .where we were before. No 
one can wrestle with a problem of 
this kind without coming to some 
conclusion. The main idea is to get 
people to think for themselves. A 
great change is coming over the 
people, and they now are not thinking 
s0 much of our Creator as a God of 
Wrath, who will hold us over a lake 
of burning brimstone if we sin, as a 
God of Love, a God of Charity. A 
God St. Paul speaks of in the 13th 
Corinthians when he says that though 
you give your body to be burned and 
have not charity it profiteth you 
nothing. Charity vaunteth not itself. 
is not puffed up, seeketh not her own. 
Without charity we are as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal. We be- 
lieve there are a few people without 
charity in Red Deer. 

But, going back to our subject, The 
Canadian Churchman states that Sun- 
day golf is only one small phase of 
this great question which must be 
threshed out in a tolerant spirit if we 
hope to keep the people in the church.

NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By REV. GEO. D. ARMSTRONG 


In speaking upon the subject which 
I have chosen for this evening, I am 
not unmindful of a maxim which has 


been a guiding principle in all my 
ministry, when dealing with matters 
affecting other religious forms or in- 
stitutions than my own: “Disparage 
not the faith thou dost not know.” 

Indeed it is my loyalty to that 
principle and the transgression of it 
by others that has led me to discuss 
this subject. While Christian Science 
refrains from making any open attack 
upon other systems of religion, by 
veiled suggestions it is constantly be- 
littling the ideas and attainments and 
methods of the schools, the churches, 
and especially the medical profes- 
sion. 

Claiming for itself a monopoly of 
the truest and highest qualities of the 
Christian religion, and basing its as- 
sumptions upon infallibility in  spir- 
itual things, it is the best example of 
‘Kultur’ in religion known to the 
western world. : 

I am convinced that this assump- 
tion in teaching is not well founded, 
and I believe that in spite of 
many excellent things which it con- 
tains, in common with all Christian 
communions, it is fundamentally un- 
sound in its teaching and may prove 
to be a real menace to human wel- 
fare. 

I feel justified in discussing this 
subject freely, inasmuch as __ this 
church has afforded full opportunity 
to the exponents of Christian Science 
to present their claims. 

Christian Science was originated in 
1866 by Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, and 
has had a wonderful development. In 
every Christian Science lecture the 
personality and teaching of this gift- 
ed woman is eulogized. She must 
have been a woman of _ personal 
charm, as she was’ married _ three 


i i ae er 


times. She outlived two of her hus- 
bands and was divorced from the 
other, Undoubtedly, she was a 


teacher of considerable mental abil- 
ity, inasmuch as she has formulated 
a way of living which to many is a 
substitute for the “plan of salvation.” 
She was also possessed of rare organ- 
izing ability and succeeded in estab- 
lishing a church which in its assump- 
tion of infallibility, its autocratic 
method of government, and_ in its 
power tocommercialize religion rivals 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

In order to understand this wonder- 
ful development it is necessary to re- 
view some of the changes which have 
affected the church and religion since 
the middle of last century. 

In the year 1859 Charles Darwin 
published his famous work on “The 
Origin of Species,” and the theory of 
evolution, thus advanced, provoked a 
storm of controversy which even to- 
day has not quite subsided. It pre- 
cipitated a conflict between theology 
and science and between those who 
take a spiritual and those who take a 
materialistic view of the universe. 

In this, as in all controversies at 
their height, extreme positions were 
taken, and some scientists have taken 
the extreme atheistic position that 
mental life is but a product of chem- 
ical activitv in the brain. The posi- 
tion taken by Christian Science is the 
view directly opposite from this pos- 
ition. To Christian Science there is 
but one mind, one God, One Christ, 
and nothing real but mind. Matter 
and sickness are subjective states of 
error, delusions which can ‘be dis- 
pelled by the mental process of a 
true knowledge of God and Christ— 
that is Christian Science. 

In the matter of everyday experi- 
ence, in business affairs and in eating 
and drinking, this philosophy of life 
is not forced to its logical conclusion. 
Christian Scientists eat, drink, and 
are merry—are clothed and warmed 
as other people. In the preservation 


of life they are quite normal, but in 
the matter of healing their philosophy 
is carried to its extreme conclusions. 


Why, material substances in the form 
of food should be necessary to sus- 
tain life and material substances in 
the form of drugs, should never be 
necessary to restore life to normal 
health is a problem I am unable to 
solve. Hence I am not a’ Chrigtian 
Scientist.

HENS THAT PAY 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 
Three of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms situated in the Prairie 
Provinces have been making increas- 
ed records in egg production for sev- 
eral years and the present year prom- 
ises to beat all previous years for 
high yields. 

It has been thought that the 200 
egg hen was not possible in the West 
with its cold winters, but hens at 
Brandon, Indian Head and Lethbridge 
have shown that it can be done and 
that 225 eggs is by no means impos- } 
sible and that even 250 eggs from one 
hen in 52 weeks is an actual fact. 

These three farms have been run- 
ning neck and neck in production un- 
til this winter, when Mr. Crossfield, 
the-poultry expert at Lethbridge, se- 
cured the best general egg yield. 


There par’*-ally all the  pullets re- 
tained eg 150 eggs in the year, but 
there w - also a good many 200 egg- 


ers and several that laid 225 eggs. 
It is Indian Head, however, that beats 
all Prairie records to date with a 
Wyandotte Pullet that finished its 52 
weeks on September 9th with 259 
eggs to her credit. This is not the 
highest yield foran experimental farm 
bird in the west, for the Vancouver 
Island Station had one that finished 
her year last month with 274 eggs, 
but the Indian Head is the best in the 
Prairies to date, and Mr. Crouch, the 
efficient poultryman there, is to be 
congratulated.

PIT OF FIFTY PER CENT. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 3—According to 
evidence submitted by C. F. Rannard, 
president. of the Rannard Shoe Com- 
pany at Thursday’s session of the 
Board of .Commerce, a gross _ profit 
amounting to almost fifty per cent’ 
realized on every pair of highest 
priced Canadian and American men’s 
and women’s shoes sold by his com- 
pany. Of the. two, Canadian manu- 
factured shoes bring in slightly bet- 
ter returns, there being no duty to 
pay although the manufacturer's 
price was shown to be higher. 

That the cost of shoes to the pub- 
lic will be under government con- 
trol next year was intimated by Har- 
ry Whitla, K.C., the cross-examining 
attorney. when he said: “Never mind 
worrying about what shoes will cost 
next year, we will have something to 
say about that Mr. Rannard. It is 
the cost price and selling price of 
shoes that we want.” 

Mr. Rannard, on the stand, admit- 
ted, when cross-examined, that shoe- 
men put their prices up on stock al- 
ready in the store when they became 
cognizafit of an advance which was 
threatening manufacturer's prices. 

The witness justified this practice 
to the commission on the ground that 
the retailer had to make the shift to 
get more capital with which to swing 
the next purchase at the larger out- 
lay. 

Of chief interest to women was a 
classy black buck high shoe, costing 
$19. This shoe ig an American pro- 
duct and laid down ig Winnipeg costs 
the Rannard company $11.74. 

For the men @ Canadian shoe cost- 
ing the consumer $15 was of chief in- 
terest. The sale price of this shoe 
showed a gross profit of 66 2-3 per 
cent. 

Prior to the adjournment of the 
board Mr: Whitla made the announce- 
ment that the enquiry into boots and 
clothing would be laid over for an- 
other week, pending the arrival of 
Judge H. A. Robson from the east. 
He stated Judge Robson desired to 
be present himself at the local in- 
quiry into these two staples.

Vancouver, B.C., Oc}. 1.—In a peti- 
tion desfgned to bring into the assets 
of the estate of Alvo von Alvensleben, 
Limited, a certain piece of property 
in Alberta, R. Kerr Houlgate, liquida- 
tor of that famous company, informs 
the court that the company has lia- 
bilities of over $3,000,000, and assets 
on which he expects to realize no 
more than approximately $20,000. 

Alvensleben' was the reputed repre- 
sentative of the kaiser in British Col- 
umbia. He lost between seven and 
ten million dollars in investments in 
this province.
